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Should Make North Dakota a “Doddie’” State 


Having recently visited the North 
Dakota State fair at Grand Forks 
and seeing a number of choice in- 
dividuals of the various beef breeds 
the question was aroused as to why 
North Dakota was not one of the 
leading states in the production of 
good cattle. I do not mean to say 
that North Dakota does not have good cattle because there are a 
few as good cattle in North Dakota as will be found in any other 
state, however, in making investigations it was noted that the rela- 
tive number of good pure bred cattle was entirely too small and 
that many sections are almost without cattle at all, while only a 
very few farms had a surplus of breeding cattle on them. While 

_ visiting this state it was our pleasure to spend a few hours on the 
Winnebago Stock Farms and at the home of Mr. E. Franklyn at 
Emerado, just twenty miles west of Grand Forks. Here were found 
about one hundred and twenty-five head of good breeding cattle, the 
greater number of which were produced right on the farm. At the 
head of the herd stands the Imported Erinudoxus 174647, a bull now 
12 years old doing good service and as active and as mellow as a 
two-year-old which reveals

much is being done to bring 
the merits of the beef breeds 
before the public by fitting 
and showing of the choicest 
individuals in the various 
county, state, and national 
live stock shows. This not 
only brings good results to 
the individual but is of great 
value to any breed as adver- 
tising as well as to those so 
engaged. Every breeder of 
pure bred stock owes a debt 
of gratitude to and should be 
ready to co-operate and en- 
courage these men the same 
as the agricultural press and 
breed organs, so long as the 
exhibitor has in mind the wel- 
fare of the breed and is will- 
ing to expose his animals to 
keen competition for compari- 
son and open criticism by the 


show plainly that the method 
of grain farming as now fol- 
lowed is depleting the soil of 
those svbstances which are 
absolutely necessary to insure the production of a crop and as a 
result in many instances the crops were light. When in other places 
where a system of rotation and keeping and feeding of cattle is car- 
ried out, good crops are in evidence. 

In speaking to my host in regard to this matter he replied that 
North Dakota needed a carload of cattle on every quarter section. 
When we arrived at their farm and after making a careful investi- 
gation it was easy to thoroughly agree with him. Here we found 
about 150 head of choice “doddies,” one of the best herds that grace 
the continent. From which has come champion after champion at

“This week’s cattle market, due to small supplies and a brisk 
general demand, has advanced 25@50c, compared with last week’s 
close. Forty-eight head of 789-lb. Angus heifers sold to a Buffalo 
buyer at $9.40, the highest price in Chicago since June 2. Steers 
averaging 1,042 lbs. reached $9.25, and 1,423 Ibs. averaged $9.00.

Putting Idie Lands to Work Growing Cattle. 


On nearly every farm in Edgecombe county and throughout 
the Coastal Plains area of the South there are idle lands that with 
a little effort could be put to work growing cattle and bring in a 
good rate of interest on the capital invested. In this county there 
is perhaps half or a little more than half of the acreage in the 
average farm that is not in cultivation. Some of this untilled land 
has some good timber on it, but the most of it is grown up in scrub 
pine, gum, etc., that is fit only for firewood. If these lands were 
fenced and cattle grazed on them they would pay dividends every 
year if the cattle received intelligent attention. If these lands were 
gradually cleared and seeded in grass the returns would increase 
proportionately as the quality of the pasture increased. In the 
woods it will require ten to twenty acres to carry one cow through 
the grazing season. If the land is well sodded in grass it will re- 
quire only two to four acres per cow. 

On Cotton Valley Farm for the past several years we have been 
trying this method of putting our idle lands to work, and we think 
the fact that for the past six years our cattle have paid us an an- 
nual net return of from 15 to 20 per cent. on our capital invested in 
them is proof enough that our methods are workable in this section. 
Six years ago our pasture was a typical piney woods, and our herd 
of cattle a mixed lot of grade Angus and non-descripts. Our breed- 
ing herd consisted of forty-six cows, of which thirty-one carried 
some Angus blood, and only nine cows were good enough to be kept 
in the breeding herd permanently.

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Forage—Common Sense—Florida Doddies 


For a long time it 
has been my conviction 
that cheap and abundant 
forage is the limiting 
factor in the economical 
production of live stock. 
I do not claim this as 
anything original or novel but although I have for many years read 
most of the worth-while farm and live stock papers of the country, 
I have seen very little published on this important subject. 

Eighty per cent of the food consumed by cattle is produced as 
pastures, hay and other roughage and if hogs are given good pas- 
tures they will find at least half of their food thereon. 

Before live stock can be raised anywhere at a profit there must 
be not only an abundance but a super-abundance of forage and it 
must be produced in such quantities—that is to say the per acre 
yield must be so high, that the cost will be but a fraction of the 
average present cost of roughage. Herein lies the secret of profit 
in the dairy business and to the breeders, feeders and finishers of 
meat animals. ' 

If the principal profit in feeding steers is in the hogs that fol- 
low them it is then of greatest importance to the feeder that shotes 
be produced at the lowest possible cost and good leguminous hay 
and pasture can be made to take the place of a large part of the 
cost of the consentrates now fed to both beef and dairy cattle. The 
very best and most nutritious leguminous hay can be produced, and 
is now being produced, at less than $2.50 per ton in the hay-mow 
and about $2.00 a ton, stacked in the field. And there are pastures 
that carry three head of 
stock per acre all summer. 


Mr. Charles F. Leach, Manager of the Cherokee Farms, 
at Monticello, Florida, Consents to Give a Story of the 
Achievements Attained on Worn-Out Cotton Plantation.

cotton belt which, since the advent of the boll wari see 
useless and are practicall'y idle. It is said by the U. §S. Department 
of Health that 100,000 former cotton raisers are now sufferin 
from semi-starvation and that many must enevitably die from 
gara; that disease of under nourishment. And yet all this suffer- 
ing could be avoided and these millions of barren acres turned into 
the most productive in this country if they were planted to per- 
manent pastures and meadows and fully stocked with good Doddies 

Therefore the silent but effective work that is being done by 
these three men in developing this worn-out and abandoned cotton 
land is of the utmost importance for they are converting it into the 
most fertile fields by the use of legumes and live stock. Although 
there is probably no section of the United States where the soil con- 
tains less lime, these men use no lime and find no need of it. 

The fact that these men are Southern men makes their work 
more effective for when a Yankee comes down here with his pre- 
conceived notions and superstitions about farming he generally 
“goes bust.” If he uses 
lime extensively he “goes 
bust” quick, unless he has 


At least eighty per 
cent of the farmers east 
of the Missouri can have 
these pastures and cheap 
hay and they can have 
them without lime, innoc- 
ulation or heavy fertiliz- 
ing. It is because these 
meadows and _ pastures 
produce such great yields 
of the most nutritious le- 
guminous forage and be- 
cause they are permanent 
that the cost per ton is so 
low and the carrying ca- 
pacity is so great. It is 
not my purpose however 
to tell in this article about 
this particular forage 
plant. That is another 
story. 

“Lime, Legumes and 
Live Stock” has long been 
a mouth filling slogan for 
a lot of swivel chair, long 
distance farmers. It has 
been iterated and reiterat- 
ed until a majority of 


a long pocket book, for 
lime is mightly expensive 
in this country and it 
washes out of this sandy 
soil mighty fast. Even 
when a Yankee makes a 
success of farming here 
his example has no effect. 
The natives never cease to 
laugh in their sleeves and 
watch and wait unbeliev- 
ing, for the time when he 
will also “go bust.” 


But these men from 
Georgia are creating a 
real impression. They 
never preach or advise, 
but just go right ahead 
building up their land and 
raising the finest kind of 
live stock which they sell 
at a good profit even at 
present prices. You may 
say that it is the favor- 
able climate that makes 
their venture profitable, 
but it is no such thing; it 
is cheap and abundant for- 


farmers and live stock 
raisers believe that with- 
out lime there can be no 
legumes and no profitable 
live stock. In many large sections the cost of lime has always been 
prohibitive, for the cost of applying lime is by no means confined 
to the cost per ton f. o. b. your station; and since the advent of the 
high railroad rates no one but a check book farmer can use lime in 
adequate amounts. 

Yet the professional adviser of the farmer still calls for lime 
while as a matter of fact lime is quite unnecessary for there are 
twice as many legumes that do not require lime as there are that 
cannot live without it and some of the most nutritious and produc- 
tive of the forage legumes thrive better on acid than on alkaline 
soils. There are a lot of legumes raised only in the South that 
could just as well be riased as far north as Lake Erie and all of 
the clovers that grow in the North will grow and thrive as far 
South as the Gulf of Mexico. But the South, because of misapre- 
hension amounting almost to supersition about climate, refused to 
attempt to grow many valuable forage plants and in the North 
they suffer from the same lack of knowledge. Neither plants ov 
animals are nearly so fussy about climate as is generally believed 
and this is being demonstrated on a great plantation here in North 
Florida near the Georgia line.

age and common sense, 
for the prices here are al- 
ways from two to three 
cents a pound less than in the Northern markets for both hogs and 
cattle and this fully offsets the longer growing season. 

All of their Aberdeen-Angus cattle and their hogs are pure 
breds. These men do not preach pure breds, they just practice 
pure breds. They are not breeders and have no breeding stock for 
sale and that helps a lot, in the lesson they are teaching, for the 
average farmer looks with suspicion on the big, sleek and often 
overfed animals of the breeder and he takes with a grain of salt 
the breeders’ talk about the great profits to be made by raising 
pure bred stock to be marketed for meat. 

The farms of most breeders are very much overstocked and a 
majority of them buy the larger part of both their feed and forage. 
Your expericnced farmer knows quite well that he cannot buy feed 
and forage and produce market animals at a profit. 

Right there lies the secret of why few breeders are able to sell 
any seed stock to their neighbors. 

_ If every breeder would make his farm produce two or three 
times as much forage per acre as any farm in his section his neigh- 
bors eyes would be on his meadows and pastures and they might 
not notice the truck loads of concentrates the breeder hauls from 
the station. If in addition every breeder [Continued on page 16

- under review provides a medium for furthering the 
weam py breed unequaled at any other exhibition in South 
Africa as the attendance of the general public numbering almost 
100,000 must and does contain a certain percentage who evince more 
than a passing interest in the “black but comely” breed. 

Although the country in common with other parts of the world 
is passing through a period of depression, it says much for the live 
interest which characterizes the Aberdeen-Angus breeders of the 
Union of South Africa, that such a fine exhibit was in evidence. 

The judges were Mr. W. J. Duff who only arrived from Scot- 
land a few days before the show and Mr. D. E. Davenport of East 
Griqualand who it may be recalled visited the principal shows in 
the old country during the summer of 1920. 

Bulls three years and over: In a nice class of seven the win- 
ner was found in the imported Erica bull Ellicot which retained his 
position of twelve months ago. car " 

Second came the Union Government with ‘Espiegle” bred by 
Mr. James Kennedy, of Doonholm, this six-year-old bull has kept 
his shape extremely well. 

The third prize winner was Newcome Laddie recently import- 
ed by the President of the South African Society (Mr. Wm. Drys- 
dale) and which had taken honors in British show yards, was per- 
haps the most typical of the breed in this class and had he been in 
better show form would have undoubtedly stood higher up. That 
this class contained animals of great merit will be realized when 
<uch imported bulls as Erostratus of Baljavis, Provost Marshall Pe- 
tain, the 1920 Champion at Bloemfontein and Proud Escott of Dal- 
meny were included. 

Bulls 24 to 3 years: A small class of three—all of great worth 
but conntaining an outstanding winner in Excellence of Shafenhoe, 
the supreme champion of the breed in 1920. This bull has developed 
into a sire of great scale and substance, combined with evenness and 
quality, and good although he was twelve months ago, the improve- 
ment since then had been exceptional, and reflects the highest credit 
on his owner Mr. Harold L. Philips. 

Second to Excellence was the Government Cedara Dalmeny out 
of the imported cow Edith of Dalmeny bred by the Ear! of Rose- 
berry, followed by Hay of Saulspoort which a year ago was the 
Champion South African bred bull. 

Bulls 2 to 244 years: The entries were disappointing, only two 
competing but both were deemed worthy of a prize, a good winner 
being Vineman of Craigievar 2nd, imported a year ago, bred by Mr. 
A. Strachan. of Wester Fowlis, Aberdeenshire, and having for sire 
Ebano of Ballindalloch. He has developed into a thick useful type 
that this country cannot have too many of. 

A nice quality bull in Geoffrey of Grasdale shown by the Hon. 
Frank Henderson was second. 

Bulls 1% to 2 years: A well filled class, the winning pair be- 
ing exceptionally well brought out South African bred specimens 
from the Saulspoort herd. 

Third place went to Dandaieith Duckolo exhibited by Mr. W. 
Drysdale and recently imported from the well known herd of Mr. 
John Philips, Dandaleith, Craigellachie, Scotland. 

Bulls 1 to 144 years old: Contained nothing of exceptional mer- 
it with the exception of the winner, Prince of Saulspoort by Hays- 
ton British Peer which gives promise of developing into a useful 
sire. 

Bulls under 1 year: This was a much better class, a very prom- 
ising pair from the Saulspoort herd in Lord Emerald and Emperor. 
both sired by the imported Prestor John of Bleaton took first prize 
and third beine divided by a very young but high quality calf in 
Luck of Mizpah by Evolous of Ballindalloch. 

The female section was on the whole better than the males both 
as regards numbers and general uniformity of quality. 

Cows 4 years and over: A very well filled class of nine. For 
first place was selected Cedara Queen Mab, shown by the Union 
Government. This five year old cow had never been exhibited be- 
fore and is certainly one of the finest and most typical specimens 
of the breed seen out this season and what makes her victory ali 
the more meritorious is the fact of her being South African bred. 
having for sire Pastime and her dam was Gipsey 2nd of Denoon. 
Second place went to Burn Lucia 2nd which in 1920 was first and 
female champion of the breed, but she did not exhibit that evenness 
of covering which made her invincible twelve months ago.

quality was the keynote in this 
class, the whole half-dozen pa- 
raded being excellent. 

A good leader was picked in Demora Vine 6th of Skillymarno, 
bred by Mr. Charles Penny and shown by the Saulspoort herd. 
When shown a year ago this cow was only third but in the interval 
she has made marked improvement so much so that she was sub- 
sequently made reserve female champion. 

Second place went to Euphrosyne bred by Miss Lowson, Bal- 
javis, Torjar, and Blithe of Aursley bred by Sir George Cooper and 
imported a few weeks ago was third. 

Cow or Heifer 2'4 to 3 years: The Union Government were a 
prominent pair, taking first and third with Cedara Gipsey and Ce- 
dara Belle which were sired by Hayston Baron Botha and out of 
dams imported from the Denoon herd of Mr. Arch Whyte. 

Second prize was awarded to an imported heifer in Esoka of 
Towiemore bred by Mr. George Duff and by Eclipse of Knockanbine. 

Cow or Heifer 2 to 24% years: We consider this was one of the 
best classes in the female section, containing as it did eight entries. 
An outstanding winner was picked in the aptly named Model Rose 
shown by Mr. Harold Philips, the vice-president of the society. Bred 
by Mr. James Beddie of the Banks, Aberdeensihre, and sired bv 
Evas of Ballindalloch, this good heifer had only arrived from Scot- 
land. She is very promising and a distinct accession to the breed in 
South Africa. Second ticket went to the Cedara School for the well 
grown Cedara Ruth by Hayston Baron Botha while third place was 
taken by Satinella of Schuttes Draai by Equivaller of Ballindalloch. 

Heifer 12 tu 2 years: The same number of entries were for- 
warded in this class. There was little to choose between, Estanica 
Il and Neat Nell II from the Saulspoort herd which were placed 
first and second. The third award was secured by the Government 
with Cedara Eversweet by Espiegle. 

Heifers 1 to 14 years: A somewhat poor display the first and 
second prize winners being sired by Espiegle the stock bull at the 
Government Cedara School.

For the best Aberdeen-Angus bull in show (Mackie Silver Chal- 
lenge Trophy) all the first prize bulls in their respective classes 
were paraded but an outstanding winner was easilv selected in Ex- 
cellence of Stafenhoe while as reserve was placed Ellicot. 

For the best Aberdeen-Angus Cow or Heifer (Mackie Silver 
Challenge Trophy) the decision lay between Cedara Queen Mab, De- 
mora Vine 6th of Skillymarno and Model Rose eventually the award 
went to Cedara School with Demora Vine 6th reserve. 

For the best Aberdeen-Angus animal on show (The Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle Society Challenge Cup and Silver Medal) the choice 
lay between the male and female champions, viz: Excellence of 
Shafenhoe and Cedara Queen Mab, but the issue was never in doubt, 
the bull maintained his 1920 position as Supreme Champion. 

The Greig Perpetual Challenge Cup for the best of the breed 
went as a matter of course to the bull with the cow a fair reserve.

of woods and got grass to growing there 
and today our pasture carries about one 
cow to two and a half acres. In another 
three years we think that we can double 
the present capacity of our pastures. We 
have sold enough cord wood to pay the cost 
of clearing this land, so we might say that 
it has been no expense. At the same time 
we have been improving our pastures we 
have been building up the quality of our 
herd by the use of good pure bred bulls and 
by culling out our inferior cows until today 
we have a breeding herd of forty-five cows 
none of which are less than % Angus, and 
the most of them are % or above, and a few 
are pure breds. 

On January Ist, six years ago, we had in 
our herd seventy-one cattle with a total 
value of $2280.00. Since that time we have 
purchased $3450.00 worth of cattle and have 
spent $4825.00 for feed and rented pasture- 
age, making our total investment in cattle 
stand us $10,555.00. In these six years we 
have sold off the farm $10,255.00 worth of 
cattle, and a very conservative valuation 
on our present herd of sixty-two cattle is 
$3825.00, making a total of $14,080.00 on 
the credit side of our ledger, leaving us 
$3,525.00 net profit for the six years. This 
is an average annual profit of $587.50 on 
an average investment of around $3,500.00, 
or approximately 17 per cent. In these cal- 
culations no account has been taken of la-

Some had passed the 700 pound mark by the 
middle of June. Hugh Ross, a lad south of 
Kingston, has a calf that gained 220 pounds 
- 82 days, which is almost three pounds a 

ay. 

The calves are now receiving 10 pounds 
of feed daily, plenty of fresh water and pas- 
ture. Their young masters are also liber- 
ally applying the comb and brush. All 
calves but five are pure breds. They will 
be shown at the County Fair where $105.00 
in prizes are available and will then go to 
the Nashville Fat Stock Show. 

While County Agent Johnston is convinc- 
ed that Roane county is primarily a live 
stock producing county, he has held out that 
farmers should also produce feed for their 
live stock. Through his club of 45 corn 
club members, he is demonstrating good 
methods of growing feed. It will be re- 
membered that the Roane county corn club 
boys won second prize for this district at 
the State Corn Show in Nashville last year. 
They will exhibit again next December and 
are going after the first prize.

of passing out the prize money with the idea 
that they would do better in the next year 
or merely because no protest was made and 
as a result an injurf is done to the breed, 
because the individual animals were in suth 
condition as to be unworthy of the considera- 
tion of those seeking improvement. . 

It was my privilege to be present recently 
and witness just such a spectacle as is here- 
in described, however, I am glad to report 
that the judge saw fit in a great many in- 
stances to brand such animals as unworthy 
and no premiums were awarded, even though 
there were more premiums up than there 
were entries in the class. 

These cattle were not even in good pasture 
condition and when the writer asked why 
these cattle were so thin, the owner replied 
that they had fatter ones at home but were 
planning to put them through a sale ring be- 
fore long and it was too hard on them to 
ship around to the fairs, which was only ad- 
mitting that the only thing they had in view 
was the filling in of the classes and taking 
home the premium money. 

I am glad to note, however, that other 
breeders offered plenty of opposition and 
that the judge was straight forward enough 
to protect the interests of the breed even 
though he was a breeder of one of the other 
breeds, and I hope in all instances iudges 
will have the courage to demand that some 
consideration be given the welfare of the 
breed when making awards.—FE. F. Dally.

Topped Sioux City Market July 21st.

The Doddie Wins Again. 

Aberdeen, Scotland, July 9, 1921. Special 
to Aberdeen-Angus Journal: An interesting 
commentary as to the kind and quality of 
beef which commands the top prices in the 
British markets was provided. by the results 
of the sale of Canadian show cattle which 
took place at Glasgow, Scotland, on Tues- 
day, July 2. The cattle were specially se- 
lected to demonstrate to British feeders and 
butchers the kind of cattle raised in Canada, 
and comprised representatives of the three 


_ leading beef breeds. Of Shorthorns there 


were, however, only two, so that sufficient 
data for a fair basis of comparison was not 
provided. A comparison of the results of 
the sale of the Hereford steers which num- 
bered seven, and of the Aberdeen-Angus 
steers which numbered six is however high- 
ly significant as to the respective values at- 
tached to these two breeds by practical 
butchers. The Hereford steers brought an 
average of £52 18s 7d, and the Aberdeen- 
Angus of £57 13s 4d. Reduced to a bisis of 
lbs. the prices were—Herefords 7-10 pence 
per lb. and Aberdeen-Angus 9-09 pence per 
lb. This difference of practically two pence 
per lb. is a very important factor when ap- 
plied to large herds such as are to be found 
in Canada and othér ranching countries 
where cattle feeding is extensively engaged 
in, representing an additional revenue to 
the feeder of over £10 on every eleven cwt.

Forage, Common Sense, Florida Doddies. 

(Continued from page 6) 
would help his neighbors by example and 
explanation of methods; yea even by a little 
financial assistance, if need be, to grow 
greater and better forage crops the breeders 
would soon find their neighbors the best of 
all their customers. 

W. J. Calhoun is one of the owners and 
the manager of this great live stock plan- 
tation in Florida. He is also one of the 
owners and the manager of the great Arles 
plantation near Americus, Georgia. He is 
one of the best practical farmers and live 
stock raisers in the United States. He 
knows how to produce economically and to 
sell at a profit. 

His strong characteristic is common 
sense. He takes things as he finds them 
and works out each problem by itself with- 
out any superstitions or hidebound precon- 
ceptions or theories. Just now he is plant- 
ing velvet beans, cowpeas, soy beans, pea- 
nuts and Kudzu. He plants them because 
they give him an immense amount of forage 
on an acid soil and they are great soil 
builders. Because Kudzu is a perennial and 
once planted to a good stand will make a 
meadow or a pasture that will last a life 
time, Mr. Calhoun plants it where he 1s 
quite sure he will never want to plant corn 
or other grain. Where he wants to build up 
his land so that he can raise bumper crops 
of corn, oats, rye, and sweet potatoes, Mr. 
Calhoun pins his faith to velvet beans but 
he also raises cowpeas and peanuts for the 
same purpose and for hog feed. 

This year he has planted 3,000 acres to a 
combination of velvet beans, peanuts and 
corn. He also has 1,000 acres in corn and 
velvet beans; 500 acres in peanuts alone and 
500 acres in sweet potatoes. 

Then there are great fields of cowspeas, 
Kudzu and beggar-weed. With the exception 
of the sweet potatoes all of these crops are 
great soil builders and with the exception of 
the corn they will all be harvested right 
where they grow by the cattle and hogs. 

Velvet beans will not mature their seed in 
the North but every corn belt farmer shouli 
plant them in his corn just the same for soil 
improvement for where these beans are 
grown it is possible to raise corn on the same 
land every year and the land will grow 
stronger and more productive all the time. 

Beggar-weed, cowpeas and even peanut: 
will grow and mature anywhere that dent 
corn can be grown, if the right varieties 
are selected; and Kudzu has been grown ati 
over the North and even in Canada. None 
of these legumes require lime or any fertiliz- 
er and every one of them makes a more nu- 
tritious hay and adds more nitrogen to the 
soil than red clover. ‘ 

Beggar-weed and cowpeas will yield as 
great a tenage as the best of red clover and 
Kudzu will yield twice as much and it con- 
tains more protein than wheat bran or stand- 
ard middlings. 

To consume all these thousands of acres 
of feed and forage there is now on this great 
plantation a breeding herd of 100 Aberdeen- 
Angus cows with their calves, and twenty 
bulls. There is also 150 Holstein cows which, 
in spite of the superstition that northern 
raised cattle will not live in Florida, Mr. Cal- 
houn selected*from the best herds in Wiscon- 
sin.

PART IX. 
Charles M‘Combie’s Contribution. 


Some account of Charles of Tillyfour’s particular 
activities in the business of cattle dealing will be 
looked for. The more we study the nature of the 
operations of the breeders and cattle dealers of the 
period just prior to the beginning and progress of 
the great improvement the more are we impressed 
by the genius of those who were, by the nature of 
their enterprise, engaged in laying the foundations 
upon which their successors were to build. Among 
these pioneers, from the information now put on 
record, brought together from scattered sources—the 
remarkable thing being that there are such records 
hidden away in quite inaccessible places none seems 
to have had more beneficial influence than Chartes 
M‘Combie. The cattle dealing business was a pre- 
carious one; there were many ups and downs; many 
became bankrupt and some were ruined in maintain- 
ing the honour of their name, while others pulled 
through. Charles seems to have been one of the last- 
mentioned class. As William, his son, has recorded, 
his ‘‘father retired with a good name,” and, as we 
see, fairly prosperous. Charles had many big deal- 
ings and some partnerships, one of the latter, as 
documents show, with William Gordon, of Glack, in 
the Garioch district of Aberdeenshire. Among these, 
Gordon, transactions occurring from 1817 to 1823 in- 
volved profits of considerable amounts—some of thern 
over £1000; with losses that distressed honest Gordon 
very much.

In this document the items of 40 stots sold to the 
Messrs. Williamson at £680 and 13 cows sold to 
John M‘Donald are interesting. By the latter it 1s 
seen that Charles M‘Combie was a dealer in breedinz 
stock, and that he bred, we must of course assume, 
for he would have on hand more or less continuously 
cows generally of considerable numbers, and must 
have had them at breeding as well as calving periods.

The document is of interest not only as showing 
some of the expenses of herding and herdsmen, &ce., 
but the actual particulars of the grazings in Boynock 
and Corryvoire referred to by Mr. M‘Combie in “Cat- 
tle and Cattle Breeders’’ in connection with the origi- 
nal fairs from which the great Falkirk Tryst is be- 
lieved to have sprung. This was also the district 
of Dunean Shaw of Crathinard, the great cattle 
dealer, who is claimed by some to have originated 
the Falkirk Tyrsi, «he fairs in the neighbourhood 
having been its forerunners. In other documents 
there are references to dealings with the Armstrongs. 
This was a leading firm, with large transactions, and 
Charles M‘Combie lost heavily by them. 

Another Gordon statement, of 1819, shows transac- 
tions, at fairs relating to Keith, in Banffshire, and 
Glass and St. John’s Fair, leading to the October 
Falkirk Tryst amounting to £4756. Charles must 
have regarded William Gordon as a trusty part- 
ner, looking with leniency and _ indulgence on 
nis transactions, for we find him continuing 
dealings with him, other’ statements occurring, 
one in 1823, involving £1969; and another in 1824, 
relating again to trading at Falkirk October Tryst, 
and the Hallow Fair, in Edinburg, amounting to 
£2218, and £3103. In the last is noted ‘Bill with 
Armstrong of date June 5; two months at Brechin, 
£500." Included are items for grass, drovers’ charges, 
tolls, ete. In this statement occurs mention of re- 
ceiving the sum of £900 from Donald McLeod, an- 
other of Mr. M‘Combie’s trusty drovers, who seems 
to have been a privileged employee. The Armstrong’s 
were of the great north of England firm, with whom 
so many in the north of Scotland had transaction 
that ended disastrously, as we shall immediately see. 

The following also from Gordon’s file, dated Glack, 
7th Jany. 1824, reviews the whole series of opera- 
tions between the two: 

Dear Sir: 

As you & your Brother was good enough to let 
things Stand and not trouble me by writing from 
the Term as you proposed, still as we have now had 
no settlement since Hallow Fair, 1820, I Beg Leave to 
send you a Statement of our Business since, which 
I am sorry to State the whole a Loosing concern. 
This Last Season, 1823, I had the Misfortune to Buy 
that Caithness Drove in August, when things was 
from 15 to 20 percent Dearer than in the first two 
weeks of Octr., I met with an unforseen accident 
and no man could Help Loosing these by that un- 
happygrass. Had they been all alive, at any Fair I 
have seen this year—Mi'r. Ritchies says they Bought 
their Beasts cheap in Caithness & you say they were 
such Judges of the useful sort—-I do not Believe they 
could get 1 shilling even at Hallow Fair after expenses 
was paid. But some time men who come by money 
in Light or Easy gotten manner, are always making 
Good Bargains & profits to raise their credit, char- 
acter and Reputation. But except that illy conducted 
drove which I left Edinburg Hallow Fair with in 
1821, I am Perfectly Reconciled with my own con- 
duct—that I have done nothing which I consider 
wrong, only suffered Losses which the greater Par: 
of Honest men who Dare tell the truth have been in 
the grazing way Lyable to submit to. 

Your Brother or you may reflect on me for no* 
giving in a statement of What I am to do now, 
sooner ; but owing to that unhappy Drove I last men-

Big Dealers’ Big Failure. 

“The great English dealers,” wrote Mr. M‘Combie, 
“were the Armstrongs, James and Thomas, the Mil- 
lers, Murphy, Robert McTurk, Billie Brown, John 
Elliot, the Carmichaels, etc., ete. The Armstrongs 
were from Yorkshire; they bought largely of our 
good beasts at Falkirk, Falkland and Kinross. Their 
credit was unlimited. They paid the cattle, not with 
Bank of England notes, but with their own private 
bills; and whereas they left home without more 
money than was necessary to pay the expenses of their 
journey, they would return with hundreds of pounds. 
For example: they would buy a lot of cattle for 
£680, give their acceptance for £1000, and get the 
balance (£1140) from the seller. At last, however, 
they became bankrupt and paid 3s per pound. My 
father lost £3300 by them; and a great many of the 
returned bills are still in my possession. Messrs. 
John and William Thom lost about the same sum. 
The Bannermans of Perth lost £4000—in fact were 
ruined. My father and the Thoms stood out. My 
father’s bad debts were fully £10,000 in all. Jctin 
Thom of Uras, Stonehaven, was also one of the firms 
that lost heavily, and has always paid 20s in the 
pound. He is a distinguished agriculturist in Kin- 
eardineshire, and is the only one alive, I believe, of 
Armstrong’s creditors.’” Of those mentioned above, 
several appear in letters from which we shall quote. 
John Elliot became William’s first London cattle 
salesman; and Robert McTurk, in William’s estima- 
tion stood at the top of the tree.’’ He sold Galloway 
bullocks that were exhibited at some of the early 
Smithfield shows by English feeders, one of them I 
think, Heath, of Norfolk, the exhibitor of the ox 
later protested at Poissy and Smithfield in 1857 and 
1858. The reader will find more particulars as to 
these great men in chapter II of “Cattle and Cattle 
Breeders,”’ pp. 42-47. 

In this narrative where Fairs and Trysts are so 
important, it is interesting to note that William in- 
forms us ‘The English dealers seldom came north 
except to Aikey Fair in Aberdeenshire. There we 


had the Armstrongs, the Millers, Murphy, and other 
English dealers, and it was quite a sight to witness 
the droves going south; but Aikey Fair has now lost 
its ancient glory, and is only a shadow of its former 


glory. It was a sight I shall never witness more to 
see the whole hillsidé covered with innumerable herds 
of ‘Buchan Hummlies’ Mr. Bruce of Millhill showed 
the largest lots, and stood at the top as an exhibitor.” 
Smart is also mentioned, and he is noted in a sub- 
sequent letter to William. John Elliot and William 
Brown attended Aikey Fair of Old Deer, as well as 
Falkirk. William, ‘‘when a were boy, sold Brown 
twenty bullocks at Brechin (Tarny, or Trinity Muir, 
where so many Aberdeenshire breeding stock also 
appeared) for £11 per head.”” The Carmichaeles 
bought extensively at Falkirk, Aikey and other north- 
ern fairs. 

“The Armstrongs,” wrote Mr. M‘Combie, “are 
known to have gone to Yorkshire from Aberdeenshire 
fairs with 600 horned and polled runts.”’ Their system 
of finance was certainly heroic, but full of the germs 
of disaster—it led to their failure, one of the worst 
of the kind in the north. The story of this event can 
be traced in the following letters: 

From Edinburg, 15 Octr. 1829, William's father 
writes—only the signature being in his “‘hand,’’ the 
rest having been written by a bank, or other, clerk. 
It is the only letter I have discovered from Charles, 
senior, to William, junior, it may be regarded as in- 
teresting: 

“Dear William: 

I am here from Falkirk and it was the worst mar- 
ket that was ever upon ground, and write to let you 
know a little about the losses. Arthur Ritchie offered 
the 20 Beasts that he bought from Mr. Smith at Alford 
for £9, and £8 15s was offered for them; and James 
Anderson sold the 30 he bought at Tarves from Mr. 
Mitchell at £10 10s, far below £9, I think about £8 


12s 6d, and they cost in Aikie Fair £11. I sold all 
mine the first day except 6. I have lost upon them 
but it is trifling compared to these losses. You will 


have heard that I got a letter from Mr. Armstrong 
when in Falkirk announcing his failure and I leave 
this tomorrow by the Mail for. his house in order 
that I may learn as near as possible the situation of 
his affairs. The Bannerman is also failed and Mr. 
Watson says that he cannot stand. Peter Banner- 
man is the same if not worse—he is in £1600 James 
Anderson cannot stand, I think. Thompson and 
Balardie I think must also come down but I am not 
sure. It will be towards the incoming week before 
I can be home, perhaps towards the end of it. I 
think you should send Donald (McLeod?) for the 8 
Highland Stots whiah are at Huntly Lodge and ride 
over to Trowell Fair yourself. There is one of the Galls 
I owe a balance of £40 or £41 to; but I got a rotten 
Stot from him last year. which you will see and get 
back half of the price of and should you not have 
the money you can borrow it from some of the neigh- 
bors to pay him as all the rest of the people are in 
the Neighborhood to whom I owe anything. We had 
one of the worst days at Falkirk of rain I ever saw- 

it came down in torrents. Wm. Gordon has sold 
none. Alexr. had only sold 10 out of 10 score when 
I left market. Mr. Ritchie is going South and Geo. 
Geddes sold I think about one half. The Thoms had 
sold about 70 out of 400. The information from the 
South is fully as bad if not worse. There were none 
sold at Peterburgh. John Topping was in Leicester- 
shire and he said there were only 6 sold. Jolly was 


there but there was no word of the Armstrongs’ fail- 
ure. I hope your Mother is in her usual way and 
all the rest of the family. I cannot say I have slept 
sound since I left home, but we cannot make it better 
now. 
Your affectionate Father, 
Chas. M“Combie. 

The mention of “Watson” is of note. Perhaps he 
was the ‘‘Peter Watson, cattle dealer, Kirriemuir,” 
mentioned by James Dickson, who described him as a 
“dealer in Aberdeenshire cattle’: if he is the same, 
then fie is the Peter Watson, mentioned by Mr. 
Ramsay in his History of the H. & A. S. S., as being 
the party from whom Hugh Watson, Keillor, bought 
a “brown cow,"’ which the latter exhibited at Perth, 
in 1829, and for which received a prize. 

The failure of the Armstrongs struck the north so 
badiy that many likewise thad to stop payment. Among 
those who came through were the McCombies. The 
system largely in vogue at the time, of these grea‘ 
English dealers settling for large amounts which 
they undertook to pay for the cattle they bought at 
the Scottish fairs in their own bills, was surely a 
vicious one. We see the results in the case of the 
Armstrongs. We can supplement the above informa 
tion by the following letters. One is from Jas. Nor- 
rie, Aberdeen, to William, of date 8 October, 1829, 
who writes “I have sent by the Bearer Alexander Gal- 
len 1,000 pounds sterling. I have a letter from 
your father dated at Perth on Tuesday last wherein 
he says that he has scen Mr. Bannerman, who is a 
creditor of Armstrong to the amount of £4000 and 
upwards; that there are four of Armstrongs Bills re- 
turned; and it is reported that one of them has run 
off and that Peter Bannerman was to set off by 
that day’s mail to Yorkshire, ete., ete. ; from all which 
I fear the worst. Your Father also adds that Falkirk 
will be the worst market that ever any one stood. I 
am very sorry indeed to be the medium of such bad 
news and trust things will yet turn better out than 
what we expect.’’ William’s brother Charles also 
writes from Aberdeen, under date 17th Oct.: ‘‘The 
Armstrongs have stopped payments. Perhaps they 
will pay a good dividend. £2000 may be the amount 
of my Father’s loss. He must instantly give up the 
business. He has sold out at Falkirk. The market 
has been very bad. He has gone to York to make in- 
quiries into the state of the Armstrongs affairs.” 

From a letter from Will Hutchison, writing from 
Forfar, 27 August, 1831, we learn ‘“‘that the remainder 
of the funds are now in readiness for Division and it 
is expected 2s pr Pound will be divided. This is all 
the information I can afford you on a subject in 
which you are deeply interested.” 

This letter was addressed to Mr. Charles M’Combie 
of Tillyfour and goes on to bespeak Charles attention 
to a case in which the writer had been badly swin- 
dled by another cattle dealer, who, posing as a suffer- 
er by the Armstrongs had difficulty in getting his 
bills discounted and offered Hutchison first one and 
then another bill at from £300 and more with the en- 
dorsement of “Mr. Harry Lunsdaen of Clova.’’ This 
subscription turned out to be a forgery and Hutchi- 
son, though fortunate in recovering £300 from the 
party at a market where he found him with a drove 
of cattle, still was looking for payment of the balance. 
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he swindler at another market but he ab- 
sconded with the money he received from his drove 
wefere Hutchison could intercept him. Hutchison 
found the party had left a flock of sheep in Abdereen- 
shire, which he seems to have sold to a Mr. Grant, 
who refused to part with them. Hutchison on receipt 
of a letter from William, explaining what he had 
iearnt, asked William to reason with Mr. Grant to 
share the sheep with him and the _swindlers other 
creditors. “It would clearly be to his interest to agree 
at once to communicate to me a share of the value of

the sheep corresponding to my debt.”’ 


The Wiiliamsons and the M’Combies. 

from a Williamson, one of the ‘Stately 
Williamsons” will of course be considered a rare docu- 
ment. We find one that connects the firm with 
Charles M’Combie, written by the son of the great 
George Williamson, of St. John’s Wells; and dated, 
“Crichie, 18th August, 1824,” the year following the 
death of the former, the head of the firm. Being ad- 
dressed to “Mr. Charles”’ it shows the close relations 
that existed between the two families. It is therefore

of special interest : 

Mr. Charles: 

When I seed you I told you | would buy 12 Stoats 
for you and would have dun it but I offered £10. 10s p. 
peace for.them with a Munths Standing and he offer-

This “‘W. Williamson,” one of the St. John’s Wells, 
Bethelnie and Crichie Williamsons is mentioned par- 
ticularly in ‘Cattle and Cattle Breeders.’’ There Mr. 
M‘Combie refers to them thus: “. . . when a boy 
was the guest of the late George Williamson, St. 
John’s Wells; of the late James Williamson, Bethel- 
nie; and of William Williamson, Easter Crichie. 

William of Easter Crichie, St. John’s Wells’ 
eldest son, and a member of the great firm, took 
matters more cooly than either of the others, but 
was a capital judge, and a good buyer of drove anl 
siore cattle. William Williamson was most 
hospitable, and many were the happy evenings I have 
spent at Easter Crichie. It was a great treat to 
hear him when he became eloquent upon the Hay- 
cocks, the great Leicestershire graziers, and the bul- 
lock he bought from Mr. Harvey and sold to Mr. 
Haycock that gained the prize against all comers at 
Smithfield.” 

George Williamson, the senior, died in 1828. Mr. 
M’Combkie mentions the Williamsons, James Allar- 
dyce of Boyndsmill, the Harveys of Beidlestone and 
Danestone among those “who attempted the feeding 
of cattle’ at a time when “there were no Shorthorns 
in the north.” Mr. Harvey of Danestone died at the 
age of ninety. “J. Harvey, Bedlystone, has an entry 
in the first volume of the Polled Herd Book, Jane 0! 
Bedlystone 132, a cow bred by him and the dam ot 
Lady Kintore 575, calved in 1851, bred by Dr. Rainy, 
Kintore; sire Hallforest 107, bred by Dr. Rainy, who 
was, aS we must judge from his entries, a breede’ 
of good judgment. He had apparently a select little 
herd based on Bognie, Auchinbo and Leylodge foun- 
dations. He bought Fanny of Kintore 577 from 
Easter Skene, calved in 1853 by Roderick Dhu 89, and 
out of Eppy 73 by Panmure of Wellhouse, bred by 
Farquharson Taylor, this bull likely being a son of 
Panmure 51, owned by Mr. Taylor. Corsair was an- 
other bull of Dr. Rainy’s, calved 1858, bred by Rev. 
A. Rainy, Drumblade, he being by Captain Cook 143, 
bred by the Earl of Southesk whose sire was Cup- 
bearer, the sire of Erica 843. Captain Cook was out 
of Kathleen of Kinnaird 339, calved 1852, by Strath 
more 5, dam Kate 12, calved 1848, and bred by Wil- 
liam M‘Combie of Tillyfour, by Monarch 44, out of 
Cleopatra, a Tillyfour foundation. Kathleen of Kin- 


naird 339 it may also be remarked was the dam o/ 
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Bar Marshall 229185, a McHenry Barbara by Earl Marshall. 
Blackcap Brunas 243080, by Blackcap Sir, one of the breed’s great-

King Charles 236, bred by George Brown, Wester- 
town, and one of the first great bulls at Ballindall- 
och. Kate, Kathleen and King Charles were all prize 
winners. So it will be seen that in this little exeur- 
sion we strike historic ground and reach from the 
background to the foreground itself, always taking in 
the figure of Tillyfour in the lines of descent. 
A Smithfield Ox. 

But this is a far ery from where we wanted to 
place our finger and say to the reader, Note. which 
was in regard to the Haycock ox that beat all comers 
at Smithfield, supplied by an Aberdeenshire feeder, 
before there were any Shorthorns in the north and 
very possibly by a breeder of Polled Aberdeens. The 
records so far as they are disclosed in the History 
of the Smithfield Club do not help to solve this in- 
teresting problem, lacking a specific date for the 
remarkable ox about which William Williamson waxed 
eloquent, we cannot find any clue to help us. 

It is interesting to contemplate this Aberdeenshire 
ox that beat all comers at Smithfield, whatever that 
particular phrase may mean- whether all comers in a 
Scottish class or a class in which the ox had to meet 
other breeds, as seems most likely, as all breeds were 
exhibited or ‘‘competed together, from the year 1799 
up to 1851" (History of Smithfield Club). Add this 
fact to that of the exhibition of James Milner at the 
first show in the country in 1802, when ‘“‘he won first 
prize for the best bull’? at a time when the Buchan 
polled were spreading their fame in far Caithness, 
and also that Charles M‘Combie of Tillyfour, to 
whom this W. Williamson was writing in the year 
1212 (when he was supplying kyloes also to the Eny- 
lish graziers) was judge at a Garioch show at which 
Robert Walker, Wester Fintray, gained two prizes 
with “humbled” animals, and we have some direc! 
evidence of the early state of advancement of the 
breed in Aberdeenshire, in a conjunction in which 
‘the Williamsons, the Walkers and the M‘Combies 
were associated. 

There is another letter, dated from Easterton, 
Thursday morning, sometime in 1833, according to 
William’s endorsement from Robt. Williamson, also 
to Chas. M‘Combie of Tillyfour, which reads: ‘‘My 
dear Sir. I am extremely sorry that it has not been 
in my power to forward your son Mr. William’s mon- 
ey any sooner. When I sent my order to Banff fo- 
Cash it was holydays with them and no Bank business 
could be done; it has created a good deal of delay to 
me. If your son has left you with order to pay any 
money away fer him in his absence I have sent the 
enclosed the price of the Nine cattle, that no disap- 


pointment may take place. If no such order be good 


enough to send it on to Abdn., and have it placed to 
his acct. with the Bank that he does his business with. 
I am sorry that it is not in my power at present to 
send him the little money I owe him which you 
know of I hope, as my good old friend you will keep 
him quiet about it for a little till I get some of my 
crop turned into cash. You know that I have had 
a great deal to do, and few friends. I must say that 
your son has not been hard, but I have been often 
told of it. May I again beg if you have no money 
matters to settle for your son, to forward his Cash 
to the Bank immediately, and if you know his ad- 
dress at Edinburg to let him know that it is paid in 
as he is depending on it and may want it. With 
best wishes to self and Mrs. M‘Combie and ail at 
Tillyfour ete. Say 9 Cattle at £12 each £10 and 5s 
each of reference.”’ ~This is signed Robt. Williamson. 

This shows that William was striking out for him- 
self. There are a number of Williamsons mention- 
ed in “Cattle and Cattle Breeders” and these letters, 
and we must distinguish the St. John’s Wells’ Beth- 
elnie and Crichie family from the others in Aberdeen 
and elsewhere. For instance there are the ‘‘Messrs. 
Wiliiamson and Reid, the great Aberdeen Butchers 
of that time, to whom the feeders had either to send 
their cattle or take them on to Barnet Fair on thei« 
own account.” One of these Aberdeen Williamsons 
was the respected ‘Deacon Williamson’ of the 
Fleshers’ Guild. The Williamsons of Aberdeen, were 
as noted, exhibitors at the early H. & S. Shows. 
There was also a Robt. Williamson, Inver, Mony- 
musk, who must be the same as the Robert William- 
son, of Easterton, above mentioned, the writing being 
identical. Then there is a Wm. Williamson of Inn o! 
Skene, who was likewise in difficulties with William. 
from whieh he was extricating himself.
